i harh-stou. S. (\. .In nuury 27. — Today's proceed- 
ings ai Palmetto Park were of the routine order, 
with no untoward incident to disturb the serenity 
of tilings. Tile attendance showed a slight de- 
crease from that of tile opening day. but interest 
in the sport was keen. The racing was exciting 
in spots, several of the finishes lieing of the hair- 
line variety. Favorites or second choices scored in 
four instances, while the victory of Floral Day 
in the closing dash was also costly to the ten 
layers in the ring. The fourth race 'was the main 
ottering and brought together some good racers, 
including (Tiitgli ilill and l.ochiel. which had fought 
it out iti th<> Argvle Handicap last Saturday. On 
tin- strength of that performance I'augb Hill ruled 
a slight favorite over the Rial well racer, tmt Lo- 
chiel turned tile tables at the longer distance. At 
that, his margin over Caugli Hill at tin* end was 
not of overwhelming proportions. 

Immense interest centered in the running of the 
two-year-old race, the first event for tile youngsters 
in tin* eiot this siason. Some reputed cracks were 
in the field and at the finish. Cordon, from J. L. 
Holland's stable, was the leader, with the Cali- 
lornian gelding. Preserver, owned by II. (). Com- 
stock. in second place and Scarsdalc. from Archie 
Zimmer's stable, third. Gordon and Preserver were 
engaged in a spirited duel for the last sixteenth 
ami both showed rare ganicness. Gordon won by a 
head. The entire baud, with the exception of Bul- 
garian, which bolted at the first turn, ran in close 
proximity most of the way and the next four behind 
•he placed trio were separated bv the scantest of 
margins. Gordon was bred at -I. I,. Holland's Okla- 
homa ranch and is by Martinet — Suave. He is of 
substantial size and likely to develop into a crack 
racer. Preserver is also a slashing-looking young- 
ster. but acted a bit nervous at the post today.

This, of course, is consider- 
ably als»ve the average, although the records show 
that horses have lived much longer The famous 
Matri, *Kni was thirty three years old when lie died, 
and several other early sires reached thirty-one 
years. < oming to more modern periods. Hermit 
lived twenty nine years, and Isonomv onlv sixteen 
years, which has been the average for* a great 
1‘iigth of time. Galopin died when t wentv-seven 
Fears of age. and Ascetic at twenty-six. as did 
Minting, while St. Simon lived for * t went v -seven 
years. Amphion. Haekler. and Laetantius died at 
twenty, and Trenton at twenty -four.

A 
meeting of the directors has lx*en called for Thurs 
day evening for the purpose of electing officers. 

The affairs of the association will la* administered 
in behalf of the citizens of Memphis, through a 
board of managers, and Will bo a nou-orofit-shaTing 
organization. 

1 he purposes, as stated, are for the inaintcnauce 
of public fairs, expositions, race meetings, enter- 
tainments. exhibitions of live stock and machinery, 
tlie encouragement of agriculture and horticulture, 
education, etc. 

Asked as to the racing feature, W. II. Flowers, 
one of the incorporators, replied that no attempt 
was being made to prepare a way for a return to 
horse racing as it was known in the olden days. 

"I know of no law on the books which prohibits 
horse racing per se.” lie said. "A statute against 
bookmaking put race tracks in Tennessee out of 
existence. 

"The application recites tlie purposes of the asso- 
ciation ami wliat it may do if a charter is granted. 
YVe could not have a trotting race, an aviation 
race, a foot race, nor anything that might come 
under the head of racing, without the provision, 
but that does not mean bookmaking.”

-4. MANAGER OF LAUREL TRACK BITTER TO- 
‘j* WARDS NEW YORK GOVERNING BODY. 



Announces Intention of Appealing to the Courts 
for Avowed Purpose of Ending Jockey Club’s 
Control of Maryland Racing. 



New York. January 27. — H. D. Brown is thor- 
oughly incensed over the action of the Jockey Club 
stewards in refusing to consider bis application for 
October dates for tin* Maryland State* Fair meeting 
at Laurel, Md., ’‘until the questions unsettled 
under rule 170 of tin* Rules of Racing be ad- 
just,*,!.” Mr. Brown lias issued a letter to the 
press in whieli lie bitterly attacks the Jockey Club 
ami declares that be "lias decided to take the 
question to the courts and find out just what au- 
thority and power the Jockey Club lias to dictate 
to associations! in regard to the conduct of their 
affairs.” , 

"The Jockey Club.” lie declares, ‘‘exacts from 
horsemen and nssm-intinus under its assumed con- 
trol taxes of one or another variety aud then dic- 
tates what they shall or shall not do. yet. at the 
present time, not one of its own race courses is in 
operation. In my opinion the Jockey Club lias as- 
sumed a greater power than the state or federal 
government.” 

He g,x*s on io say: “Maryland lias racing laws 

and racing commissions which can govern the sport 
with quite as much credit as that which exists in 
Kentucky. Notwithstanding these facts, the Jockey 
Flub lias tiiken it upon itself to ignore the Mary- 
land laws and commissions and to dictate to the 
several racing associations in that state just what 
shall and shall not lie done. It lias assumed a 
supreme power to all intents' and purposes.” 

After further acrimonius arraignment of the 
Jockey Club and its methods, hn announces: "I 

intend to take my case into eourt us s,x>n as my 
attorneys can prepare tin* papers. In my opinion, 
w<* in Maryland, with Hu* assistance of our racing 

commissions, can gov the sport in that stnto 

without tin* dictation of the New York Jockey Club 
and I shall use every effort to bring about that 
result.”
